;From th.1 Eureia Leads;.] 


Since the bringing of the injunction 


«uit by a resident of Carson to test the 
constitutionality of the law passed at the 
last session of the Legislature providing 
for the erection of an 'Insane Asylum by 
tho State at Reno, in which the validity 
of the provision in the bill for the bor- 
rowing of the money for the purpose 
designated was made the prominent 
issue, a portion of the press of the State 
and notably the Silver State, have in- 
dulged in strictures on the Legislature 
of 1871 and the then fiuancinl officers o: 
the State in regard to what is known as 
the Bond Legislation of that year. The 
Silver State insinuated that by some 
Legislative trick the School Fund had 
been practically robbed of $380,000 or 
that the borrowing power of the State 
•was more than exhausted and that th< 
ioan bills of last Winter were all uucon 
stitntional. At this distance from th 
•;cene ot action the writer could not con 
oeive how any sane man could think o 
argue that either of these positions wer 
tenable, but determined to wait and so 
what the Court wonld have to say o 
the subject before noticing any of thes 
insinuations. 


Because section :! of article 10 of th 


State Constitution placed the limit 
which the S-tate may contract pnbli 
debts at $300,000, and because the irre 
deeiuable bond in the School Fund cer 
tifies on its face that the State owes 


' its School Fund $380,000, the counsel 


for nlaintiff in the injunction case ap- 
pear to have jumped at the conclusion 
that the borrowing power of the State 
had been more than exhausted, and that 
necessarily nil the loim bills of last ses- 
sion wore unconstitutional. They ap- 
parently overlooked two things—First, 
that the $380,000 which this irredeema- 
ble bond represented was issued on ac- 
count of the indebtedness of the Terri- 
tory of Nevada assumed by the State, 
and second, of section 7, article 17, of 
the Constitution, which provides that 
'•All debts and liabilities of the Territory 
of Nevada, lawfully incurred, and which 
remain unpaid at the time of the admis- 
sion of this State into the Union shall 
be assumed and become the debt of the 
State of Nevada; provided, that the as- 
mimptiou of snch indebtedness shall not 
prevent the State from contracting the 
Additional indebtedness as provided in 
section (>, article 9, of this cotiBtitu 
tion." Under the Loan Act of 1867 
the indebtedness of the State, both 01 
Territorial and State 
account, 
was 


-nerged together, and it provided for the 
borrowing of $500,000 for five years a 


1884. 


Announcement of tlie Kepnblloan 


National Committee Concerning 
the Method of CmlUnc the Next 
Repabliran National Conven- 
tion. 


A circular was issued by the Eepub- 


ican National Committee, on October 


1880, calling attention to the above 


subject. 


By rule 10 of the Convention of Juno 


1880, it was provided that tho Republi- 
can National Committee "shall, within 
tho nest twelve 
months, 
prescribe 


methods or rules for tho selection of 
delegates to the National Convention to 
be held in 1884, announce the same to 
the country, and issue a call for that 
convention in conformity therewith, 
provided that such methods or rules 
nhall iuclnde and secure to the several 
Congressional Districts in the United 
States the right to elect their own dele- 
gates to the National convention." 
Preliminary to carrying into effect the 
foregoing rule, the National Committee, 


'.5 per cent, per annum interest. When 
the Legislature mec it 1871 the General 
'.-"und was bankrupt; in a year tha $500,- 
000 -worth of bonds would fall due; there 
was less than $100,000 in the Interest 
and Sinking Fund, and there was over 
$100,000 in floating debt. It was noto- 
rious that a large proportion of the 
$500,000 tended debt of the State was 
on account of Territorial indebtedness, 
and it was determined to ascertain as 
uear as possible that proportion and to 
segregate it from the State debt proper. 
This was done in the two Loan Acts of 
that session. One, providing for the 
issuance of $380,000 in bonds to run 15 
rears at not more than 10 per cent, per 
annum interest, "for the purpose of 
paying the principal and interest of the 
Territorial proportion of the State loan 
of 1867, heretofore assumed by the State 
on account of Territorial indebtedness 
and interest," and the other for $280,- 
000,000, to run ten years at the same 
irate of interest "for the purpose of pay- 
ing the State proportion of the bonds 
under the Act of 1867, and to fund the 
floating debt and place the State upon a 
permanent cash 
basis." 
Now, the 


$380,000 represented by the irredeema- 
ble State bond in the School Fund is 
the Territorial debt assumed by the 
State, aud its existence as a debt does 
not detract from the borrowing power of 
tke State within the $300,000 constitu- 
tional limit in the least. The $380,000 
borrowed on State account under the 
Loan Act of 1871 has all been paid, and 
the State has full borrowing power up 
to $300,000. The State borrowed $80,- 
000 from that fund for the purpose of 
building the Eeno Insane Asylum and 
$220,000 from the General Fund to keep 
the State on a cash basis, for which it 
pays the General School Fund interest 
at the rate of 4 per cent, per annum. 
Ample provision was made for the 
prompt payment of the interest and tho 
redemption of the debt at maturity. 


Judge King has decided that all this 


financial legislation has bein constitu- 
tional aud proper. Should the case bo 
appealed there is hardly room for doubt- 
but the Supreme Court will sustain this 
decision. 
Will the Silver State please 


note that the legation of 1871 and the 
then financial officers did not rob the 
School Fund of $380,000 by foisting on 
It worthless bonds, and that the loan 
laws of last Winter are not unconstitu- 
tional.

Crops in Surprise. 


From Lake City to Bidwell, the crops 


are looking splendid, and the yield will 
be the largest ever known iu the valley. 
The fruit crop especially promises well. 
The trees in all the orchards are loaded 
flown with well-formed fruit. 


Ex Alderman McCnrdy who has re- 


turned from a trip to the Pyramid Lake 
mines, gives the Enterprise the follow- 
ing particulars in regard to the princi- 
pal claims on which work is now being 
done: 


THE CBOWN PKINCB. 


The Crown Prince adjoins the Jones 


and Kinkead mine and is on the same 
vein. The company will shortly put up 
a ten-stamp mill for dry crushing and 
an O'Hara furnace. They have n great 
deal of rich ore, but it is too base to be 
worked by ordinary mill process. 
They 


lave opened several deposits of ore that 
will run from $12 or $14 up to $200 per 
ton. It is thought that the ore thus far 
developed will average $20 per ton. 


They now have a tunnel 400 feet in 


ongth, which has cut the vein, and an 
air shaft up to the surface, a distance 
of 150 feet. Four men are now engaged 
n running a tnnnel from the bottom of 
the air shaft to the shaft of the Jones 
and Kiukead mine, which it will strike 
about 300 feet below the surface. This 
will give them command of a chute of 
ore from three to twenty feet in width. 


Adjoining their main vein they have 


a parallel vein, on which they have sunk 
a shaft 117 feet. At the depth of fifty 
feet they have three feet of ore that as- 
says $100, and at the bottom of the 
shaft nine feet of ore, averaging $25. 


On the southwest they have stil 


another parallel vein into which, from 
the bottom of the Jones and Kinkead 
shaft (400 feet deep), they ran a tnuue' 
to the west <ind struck nine feet of ore, 
four feet of which assays from $200 to 
$400 per ton. The ore of the vein, 
this depth, is a black oxide of popper 
with considerable iron and silver, as 
above given. The ore generally runs 
from twenty-five to thirty-seven 
per 


cent, copper. 


THE JONES AND KIXKEAD
